POISONOUS ADULTERATIONS. 

The following paper was read by George T. 
Apeell, President of the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals: 

‘The common and wide sale in American 
markets of poisonous and adulterated articles 
whieh endanger the health and lives of those 
who use them is a fact established beyond all 
They are found iu 
dur food, our drink, our clothing; in the cook- 
ing utensils used in our kitchens, in the pipes 
that carry our water, in the wall papers that 
beautify our houses, in the colored papers and 
toys which are the playthings of our children. 
In the fierce competition of trade these danger- 
ous and cheaper articles are gradually driving 
we safer and more expensive out of our mar- 
kets. And this process seems likely to go on 
and increase without limit unless organized ac- 


tion shall be taken to stop their manufacture’ 


and sale. Take our groceries, for instance. In 
the report of the Canadian Commissioner of In- 


land Revenue, published in 1877, it appears that 


out of 180 articles analyzed ninety-three were 
found to be adulterated. 
ADULTERATIONS IN GROCERIES. 

In the 1874 report of the Massachusetts State 
Board. of Health many of these adulterations 
are given, some very dangerous. Inthe Gro- 
cer’s Manual,” a book recently prepared ex- 
pressiy for the use of grocers, | find many 
named, some of which I will give. For instance, 
cream of tartar, seldom found in the shops over 
30 per cent pure, the balance being terra alba, 
or white earth [a dangerous article tending to 
produce kidney complaints and various diseases 
of the stomach], and various other aduiterants. 
Cayenne pepper, debased with red ochre, cin- 
pabar, vermilion, and sulpburet of mercury; 
and usually the color preserved by red lead and 
Venetian red; chiccory, dangerously adulter- 


- ated. lp cocoa, red lead. ochre, and vermilion to 


color, and sulphate or carbonate of lime to give 
weight. Pea flour, colored with Venetian 
rea, used to adulterate coffee. Essence 
of coffee is made of various articles 
which color the cups of our cheap restau- 
rants. In confectionery, reds and pinks ‘are 
produced by cochinea!, red lead, and bichromate 
e lend; yellows by chromate of lead, gamboge, 
titmuric, and Naples yellow; blues by litmus, 
indigo, Prussian blue, carboaate of copper, etc.; 
greens by acetate of copper, arsenic of copoer, 
emerald green, Schule's green, and Brunswick 
green, etc. ; terra alba, chalk, etc., being used 
togive weight. 

Curry vowder is made with lead and mercury. 
Out of ten pounds of pure honey is made a hun- 
dred of a fine-looking compound, some of the 
samples of which will turn tea inky black. 
Liquors and wines. as a rule, manufactured 
from cheap rums and whiskies, very little pure 
liquors being now sold. Sulphuric acid (oil of 
Vitriol) is used in making port wine; also in 
making sherry wine, also pale malt, also in 
Making Madeira wines. Milk debasei with 
Water, flour, starch, gum, turmeric, chalk, 
suger, carbonate of soda, and cerebral matter. 
Cream made by the use of gums, mustard se!- 
dom sold pure in the shops [and I wonid 
aid often poisonous}. Olive oil falsified by 
cil from hemp, cotton, rape, peanut, and mus- 
tard seed. Pickles made green with acetate of 
copper, a deadly poison. [I would add that all 
bright green pickles are said to be poisonous. |

Fuller, a retired sugar-desler, declared that 
sugars, molasses, and honey are now so adulter- 
ated that, although very fond of these articles. 
he did not dare to use them except in small

In to baking - powders, the New York 
Nealng Post of Jad. 6, 1879, states that much 
— is felt in that city on account of their 
adulterations; that emivent physicians bad been 
consulted; that more than 500 kinds of tnese 
baking-powders are no v manufactured in Amer- 


cents a pound. while cream of tartar costs more 
than 80 cents; that the makers of these powders 
substitute alum for cream of tartar in 
part or altogether, and the result is griping, 
constipation, indigestion, heartburn, and des- 
pepsia; that the 3 New York chemist, 
Dr. Heory Mott, Jr., 
teen of these teen and found alum an im- 
portant ingredient in every one. An article by 
Dr. Mott im the Se entific American of Nov. 16, 
1878, states that these powders often contain, in 
addition to alum, terra alba, insoluble phosphate 
of lime, etc. 

In connection with the adulteration of grocer- 
jes, I would also state that miils in various parts 
of the United States are now grinding thous nds 
of tons of white stone int. a fine powder, which 
sells for about half a cent a pound, and that in 
some of these mille they grind three grades, 
called soda grade, sugar grade, and flour grade. 

CONCERNING MILK. 

In regard to milk. it was estimated a few years 
since by a Boston Sanitary Commission that in a 
single vear was paid in that city nearly $500,000 
for water mixed with milk. and that this water 
was probably taken in many instances from dan- 
gerous sources, and was ijiable to contain and 
carry germs of disease. It appears from this 
vear’s report of the Boston Mitk-Inspector, and 

rof. Avery, who is emploved to analyze milk 
seized by t ¢ Inspector, that probably the City 
of Boston paid during last year more than 
$680,000 for water mixed with milk. How 
much of that water contained lead - poison, 
or was taken from wells which receive 
the drainage of cesspools, it is of course 
impossible to determine. I have evidence that 
in at least two of our large cities from 90 to 
9 per cent of all milk soid ie adulterated be- 
fore it reaches the consumer. and that the death- 
rate of infantsin my own city has been found 
to be in a given time more than fourtimes what 
it was iu a similar population outside the city. 
I have evidence that both the lactometer and 
creamometer are entirely unreliable to detect 
adulterations, that cream is made from white 
giue, and that various articles are added to milk 
to conceal the addition of water. Now let us 
take up 

OLEOMARGARINE BUTTER AND CHEESE. 

More tban 90,000,000 pounds of these articles 
were manufactured in the United States in 1878, 
much und probably most of u so carefully dis- 
guised that it is sold in the markets without de- 
tection, Mr. John Michels. au eminent micro- 
scopist of New York City, says that 
in the process of manufacturing the 


such batter may be still ee ye to be in a 
raw state; that any germs of disease, morbid 
secretions, or embryos of parasites io the aul 
mals from which this oil was obtained are liable 
to be transferred in a living condition into the 
systems of those who use this butter; that ani 
mals used for food are subject to the ‘attacks of 
internal parasites, that lodge in countiess mul- 
titudes in all parts of their bodies; that some of 
the most dangerous forms will ‘also live and 
thrive in man; that the trichine which enter 
the body at once breed by the miilion, and fu- 
vade the whole system from head to foot; that 
itis.well known that living organisms bave 
withstodd a temperature much higher than that 
which caul fat is subjected to in the preparation 
of oleomargarine, and that even 190 dez. have 
been resisted by these germs; that it woula not 
be strange if the caul fat from diseased 
avimals, whose meat is not used for food, 
should often be sold for this purpose; that he 
has fouod in oleomargarine animal tissues, with 
fragments and cells of suspicious nature; that 
he bas reason to believe that the refuse fat of at 
least one pork-packing establishment is used in 
its manufacture; and that he views with anxiety 
ite introduction as an article of food. 

Prof. Church states that he has found in 
eleomargarine, by analysis; horse fat, fat from 
bones, and waste fat, such as is used for mak- 
ing candles. 

OTHER ADULTERATIONS. 


In regard to our meats 1 have the most over- 
whelming evidence that thotsands of tons of 
the meats of diseased animals are annually 
sold in our markets, and that the detection of 
these meats, after they have been dressed and 
put into the stalls, is in most cases im ible. 

In regard to the adulterations of wines, 
liquors, and otner intoxicating drinks, abund- 
aut evidence has been widely published. 

In regard to drugs an eminent medical gen- 
tleman of Boston said to me some time since: 
Ihe aduiterations of drugs in this country are 
perfectiy abowinable. The physician orders a 
medicine for a patient in extreme danger. ‘The 
medicine has only a quarter the strengtbi t 
should have, because of its aduiteration, and 
the patient dies.“ One of our most respecta- 
ble ten merchants told me a few weeks since 
that be had within a few days talked with one 
of the largest Wholesale drug dealers in the 
city, who told him that the adulterations of 
drags were now so great that it was almost im- 
1 to make a living by the sale of honest 

Subsequently I called upop one of our 
m — 2 — retail drugeists, and he in- 
danbed the statement as correct. 


ARSENIC POISONING. 


Now let us consider ‘the subject of . 
by arsenie. The amouut of arsenic importe 
into this country during the year ending June 
80, 1875, was 2,327,742 pounds. Each pound 
contained a fatal dose for about 2,800 adult bu- 
man beings. It is sold in our markats almost 
as freely as wood and coal, at a wholesale price 
of from 14 to 2 cents a pound. 

What becomes of it? 

I auswer, it is used in wall pavers, paper cur- 
tains, lamp shades, boxes, wrapping papers for 
—— tickets, cards, children's kinder- 

3 artificial flowers, dried grasses, 
avyeshades, and numerous other articles. Among 
the articles frequently made dangerous by this 
or other poisons may De named also ladies“ dress 
goods, vests, sewing silks, threads, stockings, 
gentlemen's undercloth socks, gloves, hat- 
tings, linings of boots and shoes, paper collars, 
babies’ carrmges, colbred enameled cloths, 
children's toys, various fabr of wool, silk, 
cotton, and leather in varioug colors. Arsenic 
has been found also in toilet powders and c*n- 
dies. Prof. Nichols, of our Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, found eight grains of 
arsenic to each square foot of adress. Another 
chemist found tea "or of arsenic in a single 
artificial flower. A chiid in Troy, N. I., some 
time since, died in convulsions by taking arsevic 
frem a veil thrown over its crib to keep off flies.

for cooking or drinking, or given to animals to 
drink, unless proved by chemical analysis to be 
safe, isa fact which will be some time geverally 
acted upon; and then we shall not be liable, as 
now, to drink almost everywhere away from our 
own homes water poisoned by lead. But lead 
water-pipes, though bad enough, do not seem to 
me the worst form in which we are likely to be 
exposed to lead poison. I quote the following

Attention has recently been called to a new 
risk of chronic poisoning by the old enemy, 
lead. What we call tin vessels are in daily u 
in every household in te land. They are cheap, 
durable, and convenient, and have u consid- 
ered periectiy safe for the thousand culinary 
purposes to which they are devoted. They are 
safe if the tin-plate is honestly made. Bat, un- 
fortunately, this is not always to be counted 
upon. Tin is comparatively cheap, but lead is 
cheaper, and an alloy of the two metals may be 
used in place of the dearer Owe with. profit to 
the maoufacturer. 
he alloy is readily acted upon by acids and 
salts of lead are thns intruduced into food. The 
Michigan State Board ot Health has lately been 
investigating tnis subject, haying been led to do 


% by a letter from a physician who found that 


certain cases of what been taken for chorea 
were really paralysis agitans, which couid be 
traced to this kind of lead poison. Other cases 
were brought to light in which children had 
died of meningitis, fits, and paralytic affections, 
caused by milk kept in such vesseis, the acid in 
the fluid having dissotved the lead. Malie, 
citric, and other fruit seids are, of course, 
quicker and more evergetic in their action apon 
us alloy. The danger is the greater 
lead salts are cumulative poisons. 
The effect of one or two small doses may not be 
perceptible, but infinitesimal doses, continu- 
ally repeated, will in the end prove 
injurious, tf not fatal. 3 of a 
large number of specimens of tin-plate used 
iu culinary articles showed the presence of an 
alloy — lead in almost every iostance, and 
often in large quantities. It is safe to assert 
that a large proportion of the tinwares in the 
market are unfit for use on this account.” 
This is what the Boston Journal of Chemistry 
save. 

The editorial article goes onto say: “ It is 
stated by Dr. Kedzie [who is not only President 
of the Michigan State Board of Health, but ao 
eminent chemist] that a peculiar kiud of tin- 
plate, the coating of which is largely made up 
of lead, is coming into general use for roofing, 
eaves-troughs, and conductors, and itis sur- 
geeted that much of this lead will eventually be 
dissolved and tind its way into household cis- 
terns. Susceptible persone may be poisoned 
even by washing in this lead-charged water, and 
all who drink it, even after it is filtered, are in 
danger of chronic lead- . 

In a subsequent issue of ourna!l of Chem- 
istry, January, 1879, appeared the following: ¢ 

“Dr. Emil Querner, of Philadelphia, writes 
us that since we called attention to the subject 
he has tested a great number of tin veasels from 
different sources with nitric acid and a solution 
of iodide of potassium, and found lead in every 
case.” He adds: All my vessels for cooking, 
ete., are now made of sheet-iron, and give en- 
tire satisfaction.“ And the Journal of Gem 
istry adfises the use of sheet-iron, iustead of the 
tinware which has been found to be subject to 

us manipulation. This evidence of aci- 
entific men published in a “‘scientific journal ”’ 
ouly substantiates other evidence which I have 
— ully gathered from widely different sources, 
showing that in the competitions of trade cheap 
tioware, composed largely of soluble lead, is now 


coming into daily use in our kitchens, our dai- 


ries, our miik pails, our tin-cans, io which all 
varieties of canned meats, fish, vegetabies, and 
fruite — kept, in the pots used to prepare our 
tea coftee, and the vessels used 
for —— 8 every variety of 
food. And it is said that the beautiful mottled 
ware called marbieized iron ware, which has 
been largely manufactured in the form of 
coffee-pots, tea-pots, milk-cans, sauce-pans, and 
various other cooking dishes, and which was 
pronounced by the Harvard University” 
chemist, who analyzed it, tu be ‘alive with 
„ is still sold and used to some extent. 
f it would not make this paper tvo long for ex- 
tensive publication [ should be glad to go on 
with a hundred pages of eridences I have gath- 
ered ot facts I have stated and of other kindred 
facts relating to poisonous tood, drink, cloth ug. 
and in articles of ornament and use, all of 
which I shal) be glad to furnish whenever de- 
— for publication. I wish to add, that of 
— — adulterated articles sold probably 
— chemists in America have never analyzed 
one sample in ten thousand; that in many cases 
pure samples of adulterated articles are pre- 
pared expressly for chemical analysis, and that, 
of all the cases of sickness and death resulting 
from these poisons, probably not one case in ten 
thousand ‘has been traced to its real caase. We 
now come to the important question, 
WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 

It is no use to talk about total depravity. The 
fact is, that the world is growing better; that 
nine men out of ten would rather sell honest 
goods than dishonest ones, and that probably 
nine out of ten who sell these dangerously poi- 
sonous goods sell them innocently, simply buy- 
ing at the lowest prices and selling what they 
find ia the markets, and what their customers 
ignorantly demand. What is the remedy? 
answer, Protective health associations in our 
cities and important towns. Ali honest mer- 
chants who want to sell honest goods and not 
be undersold by dishonest ones should belong 
to them, and members should be entitied in re- 
turu for their subscriotions to analyses of a cer- 
taln number of articles each year, either for 
themselves or friends. 

Whenever such au association gets fairly at 
work in any city or town, it will become almost 
impossible to sell adulterated and poisonous 
articles without detection. 80 far as that city 
or town is concerned the demand will cease, and 
dealers will require of those from whom they 
buy guarat tees chat goods are pure and harm- 
less. 

The purchaser who finds he has a poisonous 
or adulterated article will return it to the re- 
tail dealer. Ihe retail dealer will send it back 
to the wholesale dealer, and the wholesale dealer 
to the man who manufactured or adulterated it, 
and demand not only his money but full dam- 

ages. ae the guilty parcy will be glad to pay 
— stop me manufacture or adulteration. 

It will not be necessary to prosecute one case 
ma hundred, and every ibnocent party will de 
protected, for no man will care to ficht power- 
ful organizations, sustained by honest merchants 
and good citizens. 

After a few of these associations have been 
put in operation and their results published 
others will spring up, and soon have power 
enough to secure not only the enactment, but 
also the enforcement, of proper laws. Uatii 
they are formed I think it will be difficult to 
secure the passage of proger laws by Congress 
or in the States, and still more difficult to prop- 
erly enforce them. I know from experience 
that laws to regulate these matters without 
organizations interested to evforce them will 
not be enforced. . Of course, these analyses be- 
ing made on a large scale, the prices should be 


largely reduced. 


In cities chemical and uicroscopical bureaus 
may be orgavized under the direciion of emi- 
neut chemists aud microscooists, in Which one 
will analyze a certain class of articles, another 
ano her class, and so on; young chemists takx- 

charge of those easily analyzed. 

"Dae of the results will we a wide demand for 
chemists and microscopists. Every considerable 
town in the country will need at least one, qual- 
ified to analyze all articles of common use, and. 
perhaps, to give chemical dnd sanitary fostruc- 
tion im the schools. is no reason why 
large houses in any brauen of trade should not 
have amongst their empioyes one or more com- 

petent to act as chemists and microscopists, aud 
then guarantee their articles pure. 

When these th'ngs come avout, poisonous 
articles of food — and poisonous wall - 
papers and cookmg utensils will vanish from 
our markets. Lead-pipes which used to convey,

CONCEALED WEAPONS. 
Along ago as 1871 the city adopted an 
ordinance providing a penalty against per- 
sons “carrying or wearing under their 


clothes, or concealed about their person, any « 


pistol, colt, or slung-shot, or cross-knuckles, 
or knuckles of lead, brass, or other metal, or 
bowie-knife, or dirk-knife, or dirk, or dagger, 
or any other dangerous or deadly weapon. 
The penalty provided was a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100, or be imprisoned in the House 
of Correction fora term not exceeding six 
months, or both, in the discretion of the 
Magistrate or Court. At the meeting of the 
City Council on Sept. 1 an ordinance was 
passed changing this penalty so as to pro- 
vide a fine not exceeding $200 and not less 
than $100. The Mayor vetoed this ordinance 
because it left no discretion with the Justice ; 
the degree of the crime depended on the cir- 
cumstances, and the new ordinance compelled 
a fine of not less than $100 in every case, He 
thought the excessive penalty would defeat 
the execution of the law. The objection of 
the Mayor has some force, and the Council 
niight properly amend the ordinance to meet 
that objection. One difficulty in the execu- 
tion of the law is in the contempt with which 
it is ignored by the police courts, There is 
a very large population of hoodlums -congre- 
gating in this city, whose principal labors 
are directed to offenses against the persons 
of peaceable citizens. Not one of the hordes 
of thieves, burglars, and all other grades of 
hoodlums, is unarmed. They all carry re- 
volvers and an armory of the other weapons. 
Every one of these scoundrels may be ar- 
rested any day under this ordinance, and, if 
the . Police Justices would do their 
duty, each of this most dangerous 
class might be sent to the House of Cor- 
rection and finéd to the extreme penalty. 
A search of the juveniles who are on the 
street, youths from 12 to 18 years of age, 
would reveal the fact that two-thirds of 
them carry pistols. At any base-ball 
gathering on the prairies, a majority of the 
men and boys in attendance have pistols, 
dirks, or other weapons. ‘The entire class of 
persons, young and old, who live by crime is 
armed, and prompt to use deadly weapons. 
An enforcement of this ordinance by 
the police would result in the confis- 
cation of thousands of revolvers in the 
hands of persons who carry them for no 
lawfal or honest purpose. Let the ordi- 
nance be enforced; let each Police Justice, 
from the criminals brought before him, se- 
lect a number and issue special warrants for 
this crime, and impose the severest penalty ; 
let this be done for thirty days, and much will be 
accomplished to break up the evil. Let every 
employer of boys demand that they surren- 
der their pistols ; let the principal of every 
school rigidly search his pupils, and he will 
perhaps be astonished at the number of re- 
volvers aud other weapons he will discover. 
There should be some united and vigorous 
action taken on this subject, that this most 
vicious and dangerous practice be restrained 


or broken up. 
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TAXING CAPITAL STOCK. 

The State Board of Equalization has en- 
countered a question of constitutional law, 
whieh one faction in the Board seems to 
press in order to provoke a mass of litiga- 
tion which, thougt profitable to lawyers, is 
not desirable for the public good under any 
circumstanc:s. The Revenue law of 1872 
provided for the taxation, in addition to the 
tangible proper y, ef the capital stock of 
all private corporations, without exception, in 
the State, the taxable value of such capital 
stock being assessed by the State Board. In 
1877, and again in 1879, this act was amend- 
ed with regard to corporations of a certain 
class, the provision in the act of 1879 read- 
ing as follows : 

Provided. further, that companies and asso- 
ciations organized for purely manufacturing pur- 
poses, or for printing, or for publishing of news- 
papers, or for the improvement and breeding of 
live stock, shall be assessed by the local Assessors 


in ke manner as the property of individaais is 
— to be assessed. 


pon the meeting of the State Board a 
question was submi.ted to the Attorney. 
General as to whether thé Board had the 
power to assess the capital stock of the cor- 
porations of these several classes, and the 
Attorney-General, on Aug. 28, filed with the 
Board his official opinion that the Logisla- 
ture had provided that heuceforward the 
cavital stock of corporations of the enu- 
merated classes was to be assessed by the 
local Assessors just as other property owned 
by individuals, and the State Board was lim- 
ited in ite jurisdiction to the capital stock of 
corporations of the classes not mentioned in 
this provision of the law of 1879. 

Under the Constitution all property is to 
be asseased, the value to be “ ascertained by 
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| having created the 
State Board, may also abolish it; that, hav? 


ing taken the duplicate valuation of certain 


property ont of the jariedistion of the 
Assessors atid given it to ihe State Board, 80 
the Legislature. may take it away from the 
State Board aud restore it to the local 
Assessors. 

A portion of the Board, however, has in- 
sisted that the Attorney-General was wrong. 
and that the State Board still possesses the 
power which the act of 1879 has conferred 
upon the Assessors; in short, that the act of 
1879 is unconstitutional. A majority of the 
Comtuſttee of the Board has made a report, 
denying any authority on the part of the 
Attorney-General to advise the Board, and 
asserting its duty to assess the capital stock 
of these corporationsdespite the law of 1879. 
The mejority demand that the State Board 
shall Barntimize both the law and the Legis- 
lature. The minority of the Committee has 
embodied ite conclusions in the following 


form: 

** First—The said report is in error in reciting 
that the opimon of the Attorney-General was re- 
turned to said Committee, the fact being that said 
opinion was secured by the Board and ordered fled, 
becoming & matter of record and the property of 
Nt ee appeate ‘by the record of Aug. 23. 
l ‘ 


‘* Sesond~-The duties of this Board are exclusive 
or ministerial, and judicial only to the extent of 
establishing values and possibly inverpreting law 
within the 660ve of ite jurisdiction; but authority 
is not conferred by statate to decide upon the 
validity of law. 

‘* Phird—Tne Attorney-General of the State of 
Iitinois is the recognized exponent of the law of 
the State until passed upon by the proper judiciary 
of the State, and his opinion in case of doubt is 
sufficient guide to the Board to regulate its action. 

Therefore, in secordance with the opinion of 
the Attorney-General, the undersigned would rec- 
ommend the adoption of the folluwing: 

** Resolved, That this Board, in the performance 
of ite Guties in contormity with the statute of the 
State of [iltnois of May 13, 1879, will omit to as- 
sess the capital stock of all companies and associa- 
tions organized for purely, manufacturing pir- 
poses, or for printing, or for publishing newspa- 
pers, or for the improving and breeding of stock. 

The Board has now to determine between 
these two legal opinions. If the Board shall 
adopt the majority report, and proceed to 
assess the property, then there will be a 
general institution of restraining suits, and 
the Courts will have the question before 
them in every county, and evéntually the 
question will be taken to the Supreme Court. 
It certaimly does seem that the Attorney- 
Genefal is the legal adviser of the Board, 
and that the Board may safely and pro 
follow his advice, as; in the prosecution of 
the cases, the judgment of that officer will 
be against the action of the State Board. 


THE CUSTOMS-REVENUE ROBBERS. 
The letter of Assistant-Secretary-of-the- 


Treasury Frexce shows that the Customs- 
Frauds Commission of last year continues to 
beat fruit. That Commission grew out of 
the complaints of Chicago merchauts. The 
importers of this city found themselves cut 
off from the foreign markets in various lines 
of goods, notably kid gloves, silks, and silk- 
velvets, They asked for no credit in Europe, 
but offered to buy for cash. They could still 
do better, by 15 to 30 per cent, in New York. 
The sole explanation of this fact was that 
goods were being passed through the New 
York Custom-House at less than their foreign 
market value,—at an undervaluation. A 
thorough investigation of the subject of kid- 
glove importation showed that standard 
brands of kid gloves were systemat- 
ically undervalued nearly 25 per cent. 
A similar investigation now shows that 
piece silks and silk velvets have been under- 
valued from 20 to 40 percent. A like inves- 
tigation, which we understand is now in 
progress, will probably develop the fact that 
cashmerés and other lines of French goods 
aré largely undervalued. These undervalua- 
tions are the work, chiefly, of the agents of 
foreign manufacturers in New York. The 
French manufacturer makes a false (under- 
valued) invoice, goes before the Oonsul, and 
swears that it is a true invoice; that is to 
say, that it represents the actual home (for- 
eign) value of the goods. When the goods 
arrive in New York, the foreign manufactur- 
ers agent makes entry of them at the Cus- 
tom-House in accordance with the invoice 
value, and swears that it is the true foreign 
value, For years nearly all the kid gloves 
and silks. which reached New York 
from sunny Franee were, so to speak, 
plastered all over with lies doubly-sworn to. 
The object of the sworn liars was twofold: 
(1) to rob the Government of a portion of 
its lawful revenue, ‘and (2) to control the 
trade of the country. From 1873 to 1878 
they succeeded ; and, when the advance was 
made from 42 to 52 francs per dozen on first- 
quality two-button kid gloves, the fraternity 
of fraudulent importers flooded the country 
with protests, threats, and insinuations to 
the effect that they were being ‘‘ robbed.” 
They were detected robbers; that is all there 
was of it. A single paragraph in Assistant- 
Secretary French's letter shows where the 
shoe pinches, He says: 

The increase of duties received by the Govern- 
ment at the port of New York alone, by reason of 
the advancee referred to upon kid gloves, during 
the year ending June 30, 1879, was 517d, 975. 80, 
and that upon silk goods, $319,234. 69," 

The moral turpitude: of these agents of 
French manufacturers is only equaled by 
their impudence. Some time since the New 
York Commercial Bulletin, the represent- 
ative of the importers in question, published 
an editorial on the subject of late Oustom- 
House advances on silk velvets, in the course 
of which it held Secretary SusemMan respon- 
sible and denounced the advances as 
‘‘ robberies of importers.” The importers, 
pleased, if not surprised, to be characterized, 
even by implication, as abused honest mer- 
chante, priuted the editorial as a hand- 
bill and sent it to members of Oon- 
gress. In this way a copy of the 
handbill fell under the eye of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and he directed Assistant- 
Secretary Funxon to make a reply. Judge 
Frenog shows that Secretary Sazemawn is in 
no way responsible for the appraisement of 
imported goods, except as customs officials 
are his subordinates, and so held accountable 
for the faithful performance of their duties 
under the law. This part of the letter might 
well have been omitted, since nothing could 
be more creditable to the Secretary and the 
Department than the bringing of corrupt im- 
porters to book for their infractions of the 
law, which are notorious. 

Col. Kronen, the General Appraiser at 
New York, who has made ali these reap- 


praisements, comes in for a share of the 


ab 1 of the handbill-editorial. It says: 
„Nhe judgment of the official Appraiser, who 
knows nothing about the value & goods, is 
always accepted.” Col. Kxronbm is, in fact, 
entitled to great praise for the firmness with 
which he has conducted the business of re- 
appraisements. He is not only familiar with 
imported

porting business of the country. Let praise 
be accorded where praise is manifestly due. 
Bat it is also tras that the inspiration of the 
movement agalust frauds by undervaluation 


in the New York Oustom-House was draun 


from Chioago, and it may be added that the 
great mass of facts ‘necessary to sustain the 
advances was furnished by Chicago 
importers through Mr. B. H. Hnrps, Special 
Treasury Agent, stationed in this city. At 
the risa of loss and damage to their business, 
Chicago. importers have at last come to the 
front, resolve, at any sacrifice, to 
cleave their war through the cor 
don of corrupt foreign manufacturers’ agents 
at New York to the freedom of fair compe- 
tition in the foreiga markets. The struggle 
has been long and bitter; but light begins to 
dawn. When, nearly two years ago, the 
Cutoado Taste took up the subject it was 
upon the theory that the importing interest 
was too important and powerful long to sub- 
mit to éxélusion from the foreign markets by 
a band of foreign manufacturers’ agents in 
New York, who could only maintain their 
monopoly by robbing the Government of 
from a quarter to a third of its lawful 
revenue. Much relief has already béen ob- 
tained ; and, if the Special Agents of the 
Treasury and the General Appraiser and Ool- 
lector of Customs at New York continue to 
perform their duty fearlessly, the ring of 
revenue robbers will soon be entirely broken. 
ce eer) 

The Irish Wor'd goes strongly into the de- 
fense of the tramp.

clubs. Byarule of the League, whenever a 
club is disbanded during the championship sea- 
son, the standing of other ciubs shall be affect- 
ed as follows, according to Sec. 10, Art. 12, ot 
the League Constitution: 

Games participated in by clabs which have with- 
drawn, disbanded, or forfeited their membershi 
without completing their chemplonship series wit 
all other League Clouds, such games shall be 
counted to the following extent. viz.: The Board 
shall asceriain the least number of championship 
games played by such club with any cluo remain- 
ing in the League, and shall, from the first games 
participated in during the chanspionshin season by 
such retired club, count in the series of such club 
a similar number of games, and alt other games 
participated in by such retired club shall not be 
counted in the championship series; provided, that, 
if such club shal) have failed to play at least one 
champlouship with every League club, all 
games participated in by it shall be thrown out en- 
tirely. 

Under this rule only the first six games played 
by every other Leacne Club with Syracuse can 
be counted, as the Troys have played but six 
games with them. Providence and ton have 
2 played twelve games with Syracuse, and 
Ch as played vine, but only the first six 
can be counted. Providence and Chicago won 
allet the first six games played by them with 
8 use, while Boston won but four. Thus it 
will de seen that, by the disbandment of Syra- 
cuse, Chicago gets rid of two victories and one 
deteat, Providence ot four victories and two 
defeats, and Boston of five victories und one de- 
feat. 

This change is favorable to Chicago’s chances, 
and places her two games neare: Providence in 
games won, and three nearer u.

Oman, Neb., Sept. 10.—Returns received by 
the Omaba Republican show the quality of 1879 
barvest in counties north and south of the 
Platte River out to the Republican 
Valley along the country traversed by 
the Burlington & Missourl Rirer Reail- 
road to be favorable. The grain is dry, 
with a fine, plumpberry. The returns show a 
yield of from twelve to eighteen bushels per 
acre. Oats in several counties, ninety, thirty- 
five, forty, forty-five, and tifty bushels per acre; 
and barley twenty-five, thirty, and forty bushels 
peracre. Corn this year is the great crop of 
the State, and there is more stock than ever to 
which it will be fed.

SUICIDE. 


A Young Man at Cleveland Blows Out Mis 
Brains—Maritai Troubles the Cause of the 
Act.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 10.— About 7:20 o’clock 
this evening the occupants of the Kennard 
House were startled by two reports of pistol- 
shots in the fourth story, and, on going to the 
room whence the sounds came, the dead body of 
George E. Clark, son of C. L. Clark, a prominent 
wool merchant of Columbus, O., was found !7ing 
on the floor, and dressed in night-elo hes ready 
for bed. His rains were issuing from a bul- 
let-wound in the forenead. The weapon, a five- 
shooter, was found by his side, with two of its 
chambers empty. From the position of the body, 
it was evident that Clark bad stood in front of 
the looking-giass and taken deliberate aim; but 
one bullet missed its aim and pierced the wall.

The Trial of Haywood for the Mur- 
der of McMahon. 


A Man Brutally Clubbed by an 
Italian Bar-Tender. 


The Usual Grist of Petty Lar- 
cenies, Etc. 


HAYWARD-M’MAHON MURDER. 

After disposing of some uuimportant cases in 
the Criminal Court yesterday morning, the trial 
of Jonn C. Hayward for the kliling of James 
McMahon Dec. 7, 1878, was taken up. The his- 
tory of this case is easily told. On the 7th of 


McMahoo was killed by a young medical stu- 
dent named John C. Heyward. It occurred at 
about 12 o’clock at nicht, in front of McMahon’s 
saloon, corner of Twenty-sixth street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue. The defendant claimed 
that he did the killing in self-defense; that he 
quarreled with the deceased about some drinks ; 
that he went across the street, and was follow- 
ed by McMahon, who attacked him; and that 
in defending himself he caused bis assailant’s 
death. 

State’s Attorney Mills is assisted in the pros- 
ecution by Col. McClanaban, who was the attor- 


ney and friend of the deceased up to the time of 
his death; the defense is conducted by Charles 
H. Reed and G. L. Rockwell. 

The case was called at half-past 10 o’clock. 
Mr. Reed stated that the defense had been un- 
able to find all their witnesses, but they would 
consent to proceed to trial. 

State’s Attorney Mills formally announced 
the death of Superintendent of Police Seavey, 
and asked that the Court should adjourn at 
noon, in urdet to give those who desired an op- 
portunity to attend the funeral in the afternoon. 
Some of the jurymen, he said, had been asked 
to be excused ior that reason. He would further 
ask eg in respect tor the memory of the dead 
Chief. 

Judge Barnum said that there were many of- 
ficers and individuais, employed in the Court 
who would naturally wish to attend the 
funeral, and, under the circumstances, he 
thought it eminently vroper that an adjourn- 
ment should be taken. ‘Therefore, when he ad- 
journed the Court at noon he would adjourn it 
until 10 o’clock this morning. 

‘The work of impaneling a jury was then com- 
menced. One man said that he would rather 
lose his own life, if attacked, than take the life 
of a fellow-being. Others were thrown out be- 
cause they did not believe in banging for any 
offense, because they had Kept saloons, and 
some because they appeared too anxious to 
please both prosecution and defense in order 
to remain on the jury. 

At a few minutes past 12 o’clock there were 
eleven jurors seated in the box ready for busi- 
ness, baving been accepted by both sides, but 
the venire had run out. 

State’s-Attorney Mills asked for a special 
venire of five men, which request was granted 
by Judge Barnum, who ordered an officer to fill it. 

Ina very few minutes the officer returned 
with the venire, and John Bartell, a carpenter, 
was given aseat and interrogated. He didn’t 
suit, and Mr. W. R. Herron, a resident of. Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, was called. He had served 
on a jury within a year, and was therefore ineli- 
gible. John C. Albert, of Cotas Grove ave- 
nue, W. F. Newhall, of 331 West Randolph 
street, Alfred Bell, who had read conflicting re- 
ports of the killing in the Chicago newspapers, 
but had believed only the report of [us Tan- 
UNE, and from thié had formed an opivion 
which it would take evideuce to remove, were 
peremptorily refused, and another venire was 
sent for. ‘This venire brought in a lot 
of Johnny Bulls and Hungarians who bad 
never been naturalized, and were not citizens of 
this country, and of course they were excused. 
John Schrader, a German, did not believe in seli- 
def or that a man had aright to defend 
himself under any circumstances, and he was 
unceremoniously ejected. A Mr. Devrow said 
he was not a citizen of Cook County, but be- 
longed in New York. 

It began to look like a put-up job on the part 
of the defense, who had petitioned to have the 
twelfth jaryman impaneled this morning, and, 
as a member of the Court remarked, *It would 
give a person a pretty good idea of the floating 
population of Chicago to see four jurymen 


brought into Court inside of ten minutes who- 


were not citizens.”’ 

Finally the jary was impaneled aud sworn, 
as follows: J. R. Dreut, Andrew Cant, Pieas- 
ant Amick, A. Bell, Wiltiam James, Henry 
Mansfield, Henry Knost, Ernst Brandt, George 
W. Baily, J. L. Smith, Jacob Fichter, and Jona 
W. Clover. ö 

The Court then ‘adjourned until 10 o’clock 
this morning. This case will call for a short 
trial, and will be concluded to-day, after which 
the calendar will pursue the even tenor of its 
way. 


CLUBBED BY A BAR-TENDER., 

About 3 o’clock yesterday afterooon a young 
man was observed to run out of a saloon at No. 
852 State street, on the corner of Seventeenth. 
He was closely followed bya thick, heavy-set 
fellow, who knocked him down withaciub as 
he reached the edge of the sidewalk, and then, 
after having brutally clubbed and stamped upon 
him until he was frightfully bruised, he drew a 
revolver and shot him in the hip. A Trisung 
reporter happened to be passing at the time, and 
observed the crowd collected around the body of 
the victim. He lay forsome moments senseless on 
the walk, and it was only after some time that 
he was finally revived safficientiy to sit up. He 
presented a pitiful sight, and was helped into 
the saloon, where be fell io a tainting fit.

Ceremonies at the Opening of the Au- 
nual Exp3sition. 


President Hayes and Other Distinguished Visitors 
Among the Invited Gnests. 


CrycinnatTti, Sept. 10.—The scene presented 
by the streets this morning was a very gay and 
animated one, the. buildings on every hand be- 
ing handsomely decorated with flags and fes- 
toons of evergreens, while the sidewalks were 
tbronged with people already gathering to wit- 
ness the ceremonies of the day. The sky was 
bright, but by 11 o’clock became overcast and 
threatened rain. ‘Thousands of people from 
sbroad—from Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Indiana, 
Michigan, and Lllinvis—are here. 

DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 

The Governors of Ohio, Indiana, and Ken- 
tucky, accompanied by their staffs, are here to 
participate, the two former also baving hand- 
some military organizations as guards of honor. 
From indiana, Goy. Williams has an escort,— 
the Indianapolis Light Infantry. Gov. Bishop 
has the Bishop Guards. 

THE MILITARY ORGANIZATIONS 
of the State reached here last night and went 
into camp on the hills. They are as follows: 
First, Third, Fourth, Seventh. Eleventh, Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, and Seventeenth 
of Obio Nacional Guards; uQuesne Blues, 
of Springfield: Fifth Batte ight Artillery, 
Dayton; and Colambas Cadets, amounting in 
all to 3,000 or 4,000 men. 
THE CENTRE OF ATTRACTION 
was the Grand Hotel, where the President and 
Mrs. Hayes, Gen. Sherman, and Lieut.-Gen. 
Sheridan are stopping. Mrs. Hayes, accompa- 
nied by Birchard Hayes, made early calls on old 
friends. Gen. Sherman also was busy in a like 
manner. From 10 to ll the President received 
friends in his apartments. Among the callers 
were ex-Gov. Jacob D. Cox, the Hon. Aaron F. 
Perry, the Hon. William 8. Groesbeck, Lieut.- 
Gen. Sheridan, Gen. Forsythe, the Hon. H. E. 
Goshorn. At 11 o’clock the 
GENERAL RESEPTION 
began, and lasted for an hour and a half, dur- 
ing which vast throngs were presented to the 
President and Mrs. Hayes. At 2 o’clock the 
distinguished guests took their places in the 
procession, which was under the direetion oi 
Col. Leopold Markbreit, of the Cincinnati 
Vo'Rsb’att, as Grand Marshal. 

The procession was unusually prompt ino 
starting, and throughout the line of march all 
the streets were crowded with people, and win- 
dows were filied with sight-seers. The multi- 
tude was simply immense. The first division, 
which was purely military, acted as escort to 
the President and distinguished guests, all of 
whom were heariily cheered along the route. 
The trades display was the finest ever seen in 
this city, and wae characterized by many beauti- 
ful and upique desigos. Although detentions 
were but slight, two hours and fiye minutes were 
consumed in passing the corner ef Fourth and 
Vine streets. 

At the Exposition Building Mrs. Hayes and 
200 ladies viewed the procession from the main 
balcony. 

OPENING CEREMONIES. 

Arriving at the Exposition Building, the Pres- 
idential party were escorted to their places ou 
the stage, where the formal opening ceremonies. 
took place. Gov. Bishop made the opening 
address, tracing the history of the grounds now 
covered by the Exposition Buildings from the 
time of their purchase by the city in 1838 up to 
the present time. 

President Pendleton, of the Exposition Board, 
followed in au address of welcome. In the 
course of his remarks he recalied the incident 
that the Governor of Ohlo, who opened the first 
Cincinuati Exposifion, attends the opening of 
the seventh as President of the United States. 
He paid a touching tribute to Reuben R. 
Springer, to whose generosity the city is largely 
indebted for the permanent buildings for the 
Exposition. 

PRESIDENT HAYES 
then responded to Mr. Pendieton as follows: 

Mr. Presipent: The seventh Cincianati In- 
dustrial Exposition is held at a most auspicious 
period in the commercial history of our co.1n- 
try.

Protection Life Turns Up Again---A Lively 
; Kick from the Assessed, 


New Suits, Bankruptcies, Divorces, Con- 
fessions, Judgments, Ete. 


A bill reflecting very severely on the reputa- 
tion of a lawyer of this city, Henry Decker, was 
med yesterday in the Circuit Court by Justin 
H. Hill. The complainant says that, in March, 
1878, being the owner of three very valuable 
patents for saddlery hardware, he made an 
agreement with Charies M. Cook, by which the 
latter was to furnish $5,000, and the two were 
to go into business together in manufacturing 
under these patents. After atime Cook threat- 
ened to sell the patents, though he did not own 
them, and complaiuant, to avoid trouble, bad 
the title to the patents conveyed 
to his lawyer, Henry Decker, on 
the latter's advice. Ia July, 1878, Cook 
having utterly failed to furnish the money 
as agreed, shut up the shop at Nos. 181 and 
188 Jackson street, and closed up the business 
for two or three morths. Negotiations were 
then carried on by which Decker and one John 
Bicknell bought out Cook’s interest, and agreed 
to keep bis contract. ‘lhe business bas since 
been carried on at a considerable profit, though 
hampered by want of money, Decker failing, 
like Cook, in putting up the amoune agreed, 
nnd there is about 6500 owing complainant. 
Lately, however, Decker has pretended to own 
the patents and the whole business, and a short 
time ago ejected complainant from the shop, 
and has since refused to allow him to have auy- 
thing to do with it. He also tried 
reneatediv to sell the patents, though he equi- 
tably only holds them as trustee, and on the 
Sth inst. made a sale of certain of the stock and 
machinery.of the business to one Remington 
for $1,200. ‘Complainant and his friends were 
present, but were prevented from bidding, and 
were ejected from the shop. This sale, it is 
claimed, was fraudulent aud void, and made 
with intention of cloud nt the title to the prop- 
erty, and cheating complainant out of his rights. 
Hili now asks that Decker aud Cook, whom be 
makes defendants, may be restrained from far- 
tnerinterfering with the business, that a Receiver 
may be appointed for the firm, and that the pre- 
tended sale of the 8th may be set aside as fraud- 
ulent, An injunction was issued preventing any 
sale of the patent rights until further order. 

THE PROTSLTION LIFE-INSURANCE COMPANY. 


On the 81ét of July last E. D. Cooke, the Re- 
ceiver of the Protection Life-Insurance Company, 
filed a petition in t okruptcy court, and pro- 
cured an order calling on all policy-holders of 
the Company to show cause by the 
first Monday in October why they should not be 
assessed for a sufficient amount to pay the debts 
of the Company. A large number of postal- 
cards were then filled out with a copy of this 
order, and sent to the interested parties. By 
some unexplained carelesness, these cards were 
not sent untila few days azo, thus cutting off 
tne defendants from nearly all their chance 
for making a Gefense, as the argument comes 
up the first Monday in October. Already, bow- 
ever, the Clerk of the court, Judge Blodgett, 
and the Receiver have been the recipient of over 
100 letters, many of which are the reverse 
of complimentary. One writer threatens 
to sue tor damages, another suggests that 
be feels a vague, but very positive, 
desire “todo some bealthy kicking,” hod a 
third invokes on the old officers of the defunct 
institution, Rvan, Edwards & Co., the “‘curses 
of duped widows and orpnans, which he 
wishes may ever ring in the ears of all such 
dishonest and dishonorable combinations, their 
agents and emploves, until they sbail realize 
the torments of damned spirits in Milton’s hell 
of sublimest heat, until I shoul volunteer to 
bring them beverage from the polar regions to 
quench their thirst. This must oe cheerful 
reading for the fellows who engineered the de- 
funct fraud. Mr. Bradley, theC lerk, seems to 
be singled out as the object of the wrath of 
these duped policy-holders, as though be was 
instrumental in getting the order,—and he 
thinks almost of publishing a certificate of his 
innocence,—bdut in reality he had nothing to do 

swith the matter whatever, except ina clerical 
capacity.

Beruin, Aug. 27.—From a tabular statement 
ust published as to the operation of the Social- 
t law uo to the 80th of June last, it appears 
that during the first nine months of its exist- 
ence no fewer that 647 inhibitions have been is- 
sued in conformity with its orovisions. Prussia, 
of course, beads the repressive list with a total 
of 804 repressions, 66 apply ug to societies and 
the rest to various kinds of periodical and other 
publications. ‘The number of clubs and socie- 
ties, however, dissolved by the Berlin police is 
trifling in view of the 56, Social Democratic 
associations registered in the Capital at the last 
Imperial elections. After Prussia comes Raxony, 
with a total of 156 repressions, representing 
societies and 93 publiations of various kinds, 
a bili of slauguter which is comoparative- 
ly moderate io consideration of the fact 
that this industrial kingdom is the oursery and 
headquarters of the revolutionaries, and that of 
nine al Democrats pow sitting in the Reich- 
stag Saxony contributes half-a-dozen. Next io 
order is Hesse-Darmstadt, which bas been visit- 
ed with fifty-three interdicts, Brunswick with 
thirty-five, and the free City of Hamburg, an- 
other nest of German Nihilists, with twentr- 
seved.

The contractors are understood to have ex- 
pressed themselves quite freely on the subject, 
and in answer to Mr. Waller’s questions to have 
agreed to the widest competition for the work, 
provided the same class of granite was used as 
in the county’s balf; and provided, further, that 
none but responsible bids—bids from owners of 
quarries—should be received, and that bonds 
should be exacted from all of them to do the 
work on time.

acre, then the controversy would be about 
the richt or title to the black acre. In @ case 
of that character an appeal would lie directly 
in this Court. There is nothing in the world in 
this case except a controversy about a fact that 
does not call in question the title to a freehold. 
Wherever the right and title to a freehold is di- 
rectly involved there an appeal lies to this Court. 
For that reason the motion to dismiss would 
He. 

Dickey, J., said: I cannot concur with the 
views of the Court on this question. My view 
about it is that it involves a freehold. here 
there is one line between lands, as claimed by 
the owner of one tract, and by the owner of the 
other tract that it is in a different place. the 
land that lies between those lines is * 
and the title to that land becomes involved, an 
involves ooly incidentally the title to the bound- 
aries.

“Seavey”? in the centre, and a star resting 
on it,—bdoth the offerings of the city 
authorities. On the lid were a 
large croes of tuberoses and tea-roses and buds, 
a smaller one of similar flowers and heliotrope. 
The mantelpiece and brackets about the front 
parlor contained bouquets and baskets, and a 
hanging photograph and a bust of the deceased 
were draped with smilax. 

THE POLICE AND FIREMEN 
details came at half-past I o’clock, by which 
time there was an immense crowd in front of 
the house, the sidewalks on both sides of the 
street and tne roadway itself being full of peo- 
ple. The officers and a number of the men 
filed in to take a last look, as did a number of 
civilian friends. There were a good many ladies 
present, they remaining in the rooms. 

THE RBLIGIOUS EXERCISES, 
which were conducted by the Rev. Dr. William- 
son, of the Methodist Church, began at 2 
o'clock, with the bymn, Ihe Home of the 
Soul,“ which was sung bv a quartct made up of 
Miss Ladeau, soprano, Miss Wilks, alto, Dr. C. 
T. Barnes, tenor, and J. R. Collins, bass. 

Tbis was followed by the reading of selections 
from the Bible,—verses which the deceased de- 
sired to be read, as be had lived upon them.” 
They were in the fifteenth, seventeenth, and 
thirty-first chapters of John's Gospel and the 
eighth of Romans. 

Then his favorit hymu was sung: 

Just as Lam, without one plea. 


DR. WILLIAMSON, 


in his remarks, saia just why human beings 
should live very brief lives on earth was and 
had been a standing perplexity to all thoucht- 
ful people the world over and for centuries. 
The blessed possibilities of finite intelligent ex- 
isteuce prolonged th bout an eternity were 
easily conceived of, but just why men 
and women, loving permanence and shudder- 
ing at the bare thought of death, and decay, and 
oblivion, sbould be born to die and be forgotten, 
was inscrutably mysterious. If our real lives 
were to be spent in an eternal state of existence, 
why this sad, sad episode of mortality? Why 
should a soul at the period of its highest ma- 
turity, after forming the dearest associations in 
this lie, have them ruthlesly and irrevocably 
broken? He long sought for a 
satisfactory reason, and rest came only 
when he understood and received the 
Bible explanation of the presence of human be- 
ings on earth. The mystery was all made plain 
in IL Cor., vi, 16, 17, and 18, and I. 
Cor., vi., 19 and 20. We were in this world, ac- 
cording to the Word of inspiration, that each 
might have an 9 * to choose the eter- 
nity he preferred by submitting to or re 

the supreme will of God. I: was the purpose o 

the Creator that no person should have a dis- 
tasteful eternity thrust upon him, and so we 
had through the riches of His grace, in the brief 
span of our earthly life, a fair chance to choose 
the changeless destioy we might decide to take. 
If a man became loyal to God through 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ by the delib- 
erate choice of his soul, he was certain of 8 
blissful immortality. ‘The will of God was that 
the master we preferred in time should be our 
sovereign in eternity. 

All were familiar with Mr. Seavey’s remarka- 
ble professional record. He faithfully served 
the city which bonored and trusted bim. His 
whole heart was enlisted in whatever station he 
chanced to fill. He was no better officer as Su- 
periptendent than as patrolman. He was accus- 
tomed to do his duty under all circumstances. 
Socially, many koew him, knew bim well, 
and knew him to love him. He was 
a thoroughly genial, social com ; ardent 
in his kindly sympatbies; true in his devotion to 
bis friends; impiacable in his detestation of 
shams and insincerities; no respecter of persons 
in bis professional and we Roam Se ond and utter- 
ly unexalted by bis exceptional fortune in pre- 
jerments. That Mr. Seavey was a faultless man 
in his business and sociai fe. the speaker, of 
course, did not mean to aver, but that ia actual 


and recoguised merit he ran ahead of the aver- 


age of men in corresponding stations All“ would 
admit. If ne could say no more than this, his 
remaining task would be the most painful fall- 
ing to the lot of a Christian minister. One’s 
business, social relations, family endearments, 
were forever broken up when death came. 
Death did not end all, but it did 
entirely end these. Surely, then, ther 
were but the iucidental matters of life, not 
the primary and all-important ones. Supt. 
Seavey died strong in the Christian’s faith, and 
repeatedly desired the speaker to make this 
fact emphatic in his obsequies. His frequently 
repeated desire was to live to redeem what he 
was wont to call his wasted life. He would say, 
„It Il get better I will work ior God and His 
church as hitherto I have done for myself.“ 
This remarkable change was — 1 een. 
ing to his family and friends, since it had been 
his rule not to revert to such matters himself, 
nor to tolerate appeals intended to lead bim to 
that condition of mind. He once had great 
confidence in his honesty of motive as a 
sufficient and satisfactory preparation for 
the future life,” but after great -exer- 
cise of soul this common illusion was 
dispelied, and Jesus Christ 22 and loyally 
substituted. As ne expressed it, he wanted to 
rest, sweetly rest in Jesus’ bosom. He found 
his devoted and prevailing evangelists rigut 
within the sanctity of his own household. God 
commissioned his own wife and mother to lead 
him to Christ. 

The speaker then gave a brief account of the 
Superintendent’s religious experience, which 
began in the latter part of July, andof his 
marking passages in the Scriptures and bymns 
which he regarded as particularly fitting his 
case. He earnestly prayed that he might live 
to consecrate to God an altar of household de- 
votion, but his God knew best, and his re- 
deemed spirit now reposed in the perfect care of 
the glorified. It is bard, verv hard to die,“ 
he said, just as I am getting where 
I can live, but it is all right, all 
right, or my beavenly Father would not allow 
It.“ Submission to 's will was pre-eminent- 
ly the characteristic of the closing weeks of bis 
life. Not a friend but giad at heart, as he 
viewed the remains, that he died supported by 
the consolations of the Gospel of Christ. 

After referring to the choice mentioned in the 
opening of his address, and uttering words of 
consolation for the © and mother, and 
alluding to God's promise to the widob and the 
orphan, Dr. Williamson said: Aud now we 
lovingly lay this poor body of inanimate clay in 
its silent bed in the patientearth. Our farewell 
word is said; our kindly tear of sympathy 
and love has fallen; we are confident of 
the complete redemption@§Jof this body in 
the glories of the resurrection morning, and, 
while we wait for this redemption promise, we 
commune in memory with the glorified spirit in 
its eternal rest.“ 

Prayer was then offered, and “ Asleep in 
—. ” sung, the benediction ending the ser- 
vices.

MARINE NEWS. 


A TUG WAR DECLARED. 

The periodical tag war is threatened. Owners, 
managers, agents, and Captains have thrown aside 
the olive branch and sounded tae tocsin of grim- 
visaged war. The banners of the black oall and 
dagger, the broken dagger and the ‘‘ busted ’’ 
vblack-ball, the squash and the soupladle, and the 
pumpkia and the spoon, respectively, have been 
flung—or will be to-day—to the breeze, and the 
decks of the fleet of fifty tugs prepared for 
action. The preliminary skirmish occurred on 
land last evening at exactiy 5:09% o’ciock. when 
a veesel-owner got mixed up ia the imbrogiio 
along with the head of a tug concern who bore 
down on bim on a reconnoitering expedition. 
They were both of the Aldermanic pattern of the 


genus homo, and, as Shakspeare ftemarked, with 
„ fair round belly fat, with good capon lined.” 
Such endearing names as biatherskite and mush- 
head were followed with the keynote of the war— 
L-i-a-h! when the emblem of the black- ball and 
the dagger was held up to score, and 
the brunet tugman poised his deadly left 
aseegai menacingly at the blonde vessel-owner, 
who proclaimed war in a back alley and 
threatened to fling to tae wind the biack piratica) 
flag of the squash and the soupiadie, and marshal 
the squadron of lumoer-luggers and wild tugs un- 
der his command. Fortunately a neutral force in- 
fluenced a delay of hostilities, and the blonde ves- 
sel- Owner retired to his headquarters, presumably 
to lay unt plans for the coming great battle, while 
the orunet tugman sought bis saoordinates for 
the parpose of boidinga council of war and count- 
ing Boses. 

Su bsequent to the skirmish the impending strug- 
gle assumed u quadrangular phase. The mar- 
tyred black-ballers who had been crushed 
out iu the struggle of 1871 assembied on 
the high sidewalk so dear to the

Letter from a Workman in the Centre Cell 
of England's Great Industrial Hive—Some 
Peculiarities of the Place—Queea Victoria 
and the Town Hall, 

Special Correspondence af The Tripune. 

MancHester, Lancashire, Engiand, Aug. 20.— 
it may appear somewhat superfluous for a com- 
mon lad from Cottonopolis to talk to the intel- 
ligent readers of Tus TRipune about things 
that don’t so much concern them, seeing that 
they are so far away from the city I scribble 
from; but, if they will only bear with a bit of a 
“buzz,” now and again, from a very humble 
**Bumbie Bee“ who has been located all his life 
in this centre cell of England’s great industrial 
hive, called Manchester, I will endeavor to hum 
in as interesting a manner as possible. If I 
chance to roar pow and then, I must try to do 
it as “gently as a sucking dove,” as our great 
Shakspeare says. When I begin to roar, it will 
be because I am getting in a rage; and, in good 
truth, the men of Manchester, as well as the 
meu of Michigan and many other parts of your 
own United Kingdom, have a good deal to put 
up with which is sadly trying to the temper. 

If you want to obtain an idea of what this 
Manchester of ours is like, get a few hundred 
match-boxes about three inches square, and 
throw them on the floor in any manner 
you please so that you don’t have any 
one of them standing on the top of an- 
other; then get a lot of long dlack-lead 
pencils, and place one of them upright at the 
corner of each of these boxes; and then, if you 
will only imagiue these match-boxes to be our 
factories, and these lead pencils the chimneys 
thereof, you will have & pretty good idea of 
what this workshop of England” is Ie. And 
England, you know, is the workshop of the 
world,” although it is getting ran rather 
tight, in that race, by your noble selves. How- 
ever, as 1 said before, our city is about the cen- % 
tral cell of Eugland's hive; and, being 80, we 
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a plenitude of overturned water-pails whenever 
these clouds of smoke become condensed into 
water, which is an event that evidently very often 
occurs, as our city is said to be the cistern of 


ustrious 

ya 1 sort of hole, after all. 
I believe it is the usual — with bees of the 
usual busy sort to desert their hives altogether 
when their queen-bee is whisked away from 
them. In that portion of our community known 
as society,“ a similar sort of custom appears 
to be in yogue,—for society seems to sink out 
of sight, and the season is over, as soon as 
our queen-bee oy se call her Queen V. in- 
stead) retires, with retinue, to her Highland 
home. But with working people itis very dif- 
ferent. care as much about the absence 
of their Queen as the Queen cares about the ores- 
ence of their common selves within her Royal 

And both sides care just nothing at 
ali. Whether the Queen be borne away into 
the bosom of a Manchester man’s family who 
have a mansion at Lago Maggiore, or sheltered 
by her sovereign subjects in Scotland, or hidden 
in Osborne or the Isle of Wight, it is all as one 
to working folks, especially in Manchester here. 
They can get on much better without ber than 
with her; for it would only upset them, and get 
them oftener on the spree“ (which is quite 
needless, as they get on that game sadly too 
often as it is), were she to mix more frequently 
amoug them,—which she, most sincerely, bas no 
desire todo. On the contrary, we cannot coax 
her, on any account, to come and see us. We 
have lately built the most magnificent Town 
Hall in the whole world, with peals of massive 
bells; fixing up also immense musical bell 
carrillons to play all sorts of loyal tunes and 
Imperial staves; covering, as well, the whole 
blessed build with cut stones and statues 
representing all sorts, sizes, and conditions of 
Kings, Queens, and perors, together with 
various episodes of their immortal histories (I 
had almost spelt it “immoral ’’),—all bhewu into 
the immortal marble; yet, for all that, she 
would not come and open the blooming institu- 
tion for us. One reason why she would not 
come was because we had a Republican Mayor. 
This gentleman—Abel Heywood, the well- 
known publisher—once suffered imprisonment 
for asort of Kepublicanism of the period, by 
selling seditious papers. I fancy his Republic- 
anism has somewhat relaxed a or he 
would not have sanctioned such a display of 
cant, by causing stone statues of stale Kings to 
be cut by the dozen out of the material used 
in the buildmg of our Town Hall. 

At' the present moment we have some of 
the Wrst artists in England engaged painting 
frescoes on the ioner wails of this building, 
somewhat after the style of our Houses of 
Parliament. Yet all these splendid, expensive 
paintings are oulv to represent some extra-iuter- 
esting eveut in some extra- interesting monarch’s 
life. We can boast of many notable 
local events that would be well worthy 
of any painter’s skill or sculptor’s art; but 
Kings and Queens and others of that ilk, whose 
graves are over a hundred — old, are con- 


the lapse ages appears to wipe out the re- 
membrance of far worthier men and deeds. 

However, our own monarch would not come 
and have a look at the hall that holds all this. 
She is a rather singular sort, you know, is our 
Queen V. It is not often that she is in Eu- 
gland at all; and when she is here, she seldom 
goes out. I am quite aware that there is an 
apparent contradiction in asserting that a person 
is seldom in Engiand, yet seldom goes out’’; 
but what 1 mean is, that our Queen seldom 
visits her subjects, even during the short period 
of time that she lives, and moves, and has her 
being amongst them. Asa rule, she draws her 
mob, and eats her honey, some hundred miles 
away. As vo visiting this innermost cell of 
ours, it cannot be thought of at all, now that 
we vote Liberal members to Parliament, and 
elect Repuplican Mayors to preside over us. 
Therefore, to be queeniess only means that we 
are to hark back to our original position of “ as 
vou were.“ Scarcely one man in a million is 
affected by the absence of our constitutional 
„ Head-Centre’’; and yet, according to a recent 
writér, we are taxed to the tune of ten pounds 
per minute to pay a ruler who never rules, and 
seldom sojourns in the land that allows her this 
immense income! 

Leaving this instance of our wealth, and our 
unwise use of it, to the curious cogitation of a 
people who perfer a President to either a queen- 
bee or Queen V, I will leave off buzzing alto- 
gether this turn, and, setthiug in my usual cell, 
respectfully subscribe myself as a very bumble

Pure Milk and How to Get It. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Sept. 9.—The tests which Dr. Saw- 
yer applies to milk are, probably, the tests that 
science suoplies; but, to me they seem very un- 
satisfactory since he is simply looking for water 
and the absence ofcream! Milkmen puta good 
deal of something beside water into their milk, 
and of something which does not become sedi- 
ment, and how does de distinguish between 
natural and artificial cream? I like cream sour; 
have bought a nice articie, set it to sour, and 
found it quite different from the article I used 
to take out of a cream-crock when 1 lived ona 
farm; and, as for the milkman’s milk, it seems 
richer than the ordinary, natural article. It is 
sweeter, more highly ecelored, and, for aught I 
know, may be bett“ ea pure milk, but I do 
not like it, because { do hot know of what it is 
made. is average of cream may be right, but 
some cows give four times as much cream to the 
quart as others; and thisis no evidence that 
the milk or cream, either, is wholesome. 
A sick cow, a cow with foot ail, a 
cow which habitually drinks putrid water, a 
cow that has been fretted into a fever by dogs, 
mischievous horses, ill-tempered mea, or foolish 
boys, may give rich, creamy milk, which should 
be at once thrown into the ewill-pail. . 

Cows have no more sense about their food 
than men have, and will eat poisonous weeds or 
other matter that will poison their milk. We 
once had four cows whose milk was useless for 
two wecks on account of their having eaten old 
apple refuse at the cider-press; and there are a 
good many questions beside cream and specific 
gravity to be taken into account in judging of 
the quality of wilk. 

To know what this is, you must know the 
condition of the cows and their surroundings; 
koow that they arein good health, have good 
food, and plenty of pure water: know they are 
not kept in the field with horses; know they 
have access to shade in bot days, and are not 
raced up to be milked or back after milking, and 
know that they are not uged for stock. 

People wbo want to be sure about their milk 
should keep their own cow; or there should be 
a system of inspection such as has not yet been 
dreamed of. 

There is no good reason why cows may not be 
kept in good condition ia a city. What they 
wani is pure air, pure water, wholesome food, 
and such exercise as can be taken in a small 
space. Horses are kept in perfect condition in 
cities, and cows could be kept just as easily. 
The vegetable waste from a kitchen is good and 
acceptable food. They should be curried, kept 
clean, protected from flies, and made comforta- 
ble, when My Lady Bossy would become a 
fountain of health to her owners. One man or 
woman can take eare of several cows in a place 
where the consumers of the milk could know 
how they are kept; and, if adulteration could 
be prevented, a pure article could thus be se- 
cured; but the man who milks his own cow in 
the morning, and attends to ber wants, knows 
what his baby gets out of its bottle and the in- 
gredients of his own custard or glass of milk.

Anecther Mississippi Outrage.

Cuicago, Sept. 10.—The people of Chickasaw 
County must have a singular notion of Chisago 
when they send Col. A. I. Harder, whose 
initials come pretty near filling the old formula 
of “from A to Izzard,” up here to make 
speeches to us at so much a head. We like to 
hear people talk well enough, and are not over- 
particular about the quality of the talk; but, 
really, there is no demand here for Col. Harper. 
We have politicians, great and small, in abun- 
dance, and a very full line of buffoons, and we 
raise men like Harper for exportation. 

This gentleman, with a hallucivation on the 
subject of lecturing, is no doubt a good deal of 
a man down in Okoiona, but he gets tobe pretty 
thin when he ig spread out over the whole 
country. He edits a weekly country newspaper 
in a way that suits his subscribers well enough, 
no doubt, but literary taste in Mississippi is not

is poetry, but it will hardly pass for that 
among outsiders. Short lines and exclamation 
points impress the natives a good deal, and the 
irrational, disjointed stuff with which be fills up 
a column or two every week is just about the 
sort of intellectual fodder that serves in the 
piace of ideas among the Yahoos.

The common 
schools have spoiled Chicago as a market for his

But perhaps Col. Harper is not to 
blame for the mistake he has made. He saw his 
productions copied in all the newspapers of the 
country, and naturally enough came to think 
that the man who could attract so much atten- 
tion must be a wonderful writer. ‘The Sweet 
Singer of Michigan fell into the same error. 
Her lines began with capitals, too, and she 
called them poetry, and they were copied far 
and wide, and no wonder the poor woman’s 
head was turned, and that she came to believe 
that such old tellows as Milton didn’t know 
much about their business. The difference be- 
tween Harper and the Sweet Singer is that, 
while the productions of ohe really represent 
the intelligence of the region whence they come, 
those of the other are a laughing-stock everr- 
where. 

A man can attract attention on the street 
easily enough by aping the behavior of a lunatic, 
and it is no difficult matter to give a political 
newspaper a sort of notoriety by filling it with 
insane rubbieh. Brick Pomeroy did it years ago 
with bis LaCrosse Democrat by the simple 
process of dubbing himself Brick.“ and spell- 
ing negro with two g's, and inserting an occa- 
sional wood-cut of a woolly head and calling it 
„Sambo.“ His outbursts were quoted in Re- 
publicam,.newspapers in a way that would drive 
Harper mad with euvy; but when Pomeroy un- 
dertook, on the strength of it, to set himseit up 
for a “‘iecturer’’ and literary man generally, he 
found tis mistake, and drifted into bankruptcy. 
He faſted because he didn’t have sense enough 
to stick to his illegitimate business. 

Ther@i#a fellow now up in Lowa who is filling 
what h@ciilis a Republican paper with the same 
sort of trash, even imitating Harper’s reckiess 
use of capitals and short lines; but he hasn’: 
yet gone down to Mississippi to lecture.“ 
Phocion Howard, a Democratic Greek dowao in 
Danville, in this State, is just at present trying 
to raise the wind by a similar venture, and he 
in weicome to all the glory he can get; but this 
whole crew are simply making pies of the un- 
savory mud that Pomeroy used long ago. 

„Col. A. T. Harper, the famous Eaitor of 
the ‘ Okolona States, as he acivertises himself, 
told his hearers (if it is proper to apply the 
plural number to such an audience) at McCor- 
mick Hall on Monday night that Mississippi 
would attend to ber own affairs, and the North 
need pot worry itself about the proceedings in 
Kemper County or at Yazoo. Even admitting 
that to be so, we have certainly a right to ob- 
ject when Mississinvi sends up such a squad as 
this editorial staff —one to advertise, and 
one to howl, and one to take tickets at the 
door—to turn a penny out of the curiosity of 
our citizéfis.

JOHN DOUGHERTY.

John Dougberty, ex-Lieutenaut-Goveruor of 
this State, died at his residence in Jonesboro on 
Sunday, Sept. 7, at 11 a. m., and was buried 
yesterday witn Masonic honors. 

He was born at Duck. Creek, near Marietta, 
O., on May 6, 1806. His father was an Irishman, 
who bad been educated for the Catholic priest- 
hood, but who never took orders. He moved to 
this country, and in 1808 took his iamily to 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., and died there after a 
few months. His widow resided there 
until 1812, when she le, and, with her 
children, moved to Union Gounty, in this 
State. ere John got the rudiments of a 
very fair edacation, and for many years of his 
life spoke of his schoolmaster with respect and 
admiration. He studied law at Jovesboro with 
the Hon. A. P. Fieid, once Secretary of State 
of Illinois, and afterwards Attorney-General! of 
Louisiana, and was admitted to the Bar in 1831. 
lhe began almost immediately his political 
career, and in 1832 was elected to the lower 
branch of the Legislature as a Democrat. He 
was re-ciected in 1834, 1836 and 1840. In 1834 
he was one of the strongest and most persistent 
advocates of that free-schuol system which 
has been for vears the pride and glory of the 
State. In 1842 he was elected to the State 
Senate, and was re-elected in 1846, so that ne 
served eight years in the House and eight in 
the Senate. From 1850 to 1860 he practiced law, 

took an active part sin the national 
campaign of the latter year, supporting 
Breckinridge ticket, but after- 
he afiiliated with the Republic- 
an party. in1864 de was one of the Electors 
of this State on the Republican ticket, and in 
1868 was elected Lieutenant-Governor. In 1872 
he was again a Republican Elector, and io 1873 
was elected Circuit Judge, his term expiring last 
Jane. He leaves a widow, three sons, and two 
daughters. He commanded, duringall the active 
years of a life prolonged beyond the three 
score and ten years,’’ the respect and confideace 
of his neighbors.

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IMPERIALISM IN FRANCE. 


Prince Jerome Napoleon on Imperial Pros- 
_peets—He Speaks to a Fricnd—~How the 
Prince Would Gain the Country, | 
Correspondence London Standard, 

Parts, Aug. 25.—The Figaro has started a new 
feature in journalism which leaves all the eon- 
trivances of the old school of interviewing re- 
porters far behind. It gets hold of some friend 
of the person whose opiuions and ioteations as 
to things in general may be supposed to have 
an interest for the public. The frieud is closely 


questioned, generally without being himself 
aware of the purpose to which his indiscretion 
is to be turned. According to the Figaro, Prince 
Navoleon began by explaining why he left 
Cniselhurst without paying his respects to the 
Empress when he went over witn his sons to 
attend the funeral ef his cousin. Hesaid: “It 
was not a family gathering that I was summon- 
ed, but to a dynastic conference in Which tt 
was meant I should play a ridiculous. part.“ 


The Prince then proceeded to mention the reasons 
which, on his return to France, deterred him 
irom any assertion of his claims to the Imperial 
succession: In the. first place, I wish to re- 
main in France, and I must tell you that, in 
my opinton 
1 as such, 1 should be in a state of 
revolt against the Government of tne Republic, 
and it woald be — ool —— oy ite 
bounden duty to expel me from eountry. 

Here the interviewer told the Prince that, 
whatever he might think, the party was in a 
state of great disorganization. He added, more- 
over, that the Prince was unpopular with over? 
class in the country, with the people and wit 
the army; that he lacked the prestige of mill. 
tary glory; and that be had the reputation of 
fearing the smell of gunpowder.. The 
Prince retorted with some vivacity that 
he could appeal confidently to his companions 
in arms in the Crimea, and they could say if it 
be true that he was afraid of shot and shell. 
The interviewer remarked, with a degree of 
frankness which those who approach Princes 
seldom exhibit. that this kind of evidence would 
not convince the people, and the army would 
require practical proofs. The Prince exclaimed : 

* Practical proofs! Why, unless I am to join 
a crusade against the Zulus, what can I do 
must wait for a favorable opportunity to draw 
the sword for a good cause. I do not despair of 
finding such an opportunity at a fitting time. 
Any day complications may arise in Europe 
which Will enable the Kmg of Italy’s bro ner - iu- 
law to show himself wortny of the inheritance 
of Napoleon I.“ 

The Prince stated his reasons for anticipating 
the early outbreak of a Eurooean conflict, but 
the Figaro declined to priut them. He then 
stated somewhat full y his views on the clerical 
question: 

Jam generally regarded as an uncompro- 
mising and intolerant enemy of Catholicism. It 
is mm the Empire and at the Tuileries that 
this reputation of atheism was manufactured 
for me, and the ridiculous story of my haying 
dined off meat on Good Friday with a party of 
cynical boon companions is believed to this day. 
Moreover, I admit that I confirmed that opin- 
ion by joining the Republican eampaigu in 1877 
against clerical encroachments. No doubt I am 
as anti-clerical now as ever, but in the sense 
that Il am against the intrusion of the clergy in 
politics, the preponderance of the Church in the 
State, the interference of the ministers of re- 
ligion with government. Theocracy, no matter 
what shape it assumes, is absolutely inconsist- 
ent with the principle of national sovereignty 
which has become the irrevocable charter of 
France and the Empire. Bat I am quite as 
much oppesed to the Church becoming a tool in 
the bands of the State. Too often under the Em- 
pire and clergy used to be flattered in order to be 
exploited. and the benefits conterred upon them 
are far from compensating them for what they lost 
by truckling to the Government. Whether they 
be submissive or revolted siaves, priests will 
always be a danger, while if they are free they 
are a valuable element of moral progress. 
What I want is that the State should be true to 
its mission: but I hold thatit should be given, 
and left, all the liberties necessary for the ful 
fillment of its social duties. When I had a seat 
in Parliament, if laws restrictive of those liber- 
ties had been iatroduted I would have spoken 
and voted against them, and, as niet of the 
State, would be their uncompromising cham- 
pion.’ 

ing his views toward the Republic, he 
„ to the people was the 
leading principle of the Bonapartists they were 
bound to take into account and respect the suc- 
cessive verdicts of the electoral body when they 
bappened to go against them, and they had no 
more right to impute servility and ignorance to 
those who voted than to claim as partisans 
those who abstained from going to we poll. He 
continued : 

“* Universal suffrage has pronounced for the 
Republic. Lf the Bonapartists are convinced 
tnat that form of government cannot give the 
country the prosperity it yearns for, and that 
the Imperial regime alone is suitable to the tem- 
perament of the French people, it is their in- 
terest that the Republic sbould nave a fair trial 
and allow it time to demonstrate its impotency, 
while giving the country time to recover from 
its error. am personally opposed to anything 
spproaching a coup d’etat. I firmly believe in 
an early restoration ot the Empire, but I shall 
not prepare or hasten that restoration by any 
pilot against the lawful Government, or by any 
violence against tne will of the country. t 
is the reason why during the last few ye 1 
steadfastly refused to join in the attempts at 
reaction made by short-sighted Conservatives. I 
regarded the 16th of May as a coup. d’etat, 
all the more incomprehensible that 
it could not even be hoped that the 
end would justify the means, and, in fact, 
that rash attempt of the coalesced monarchists 
against the Moderate Republicans led to the 
triumph of the Opportuaist Republicans. The 
faults committed by these latter since their ac- 
cession to power unquestionably justify the ef- 
forts now being made by the Moderate Repub. 
licans, under leadership of M. Jules Simon, 
to resume Office and turo the tables on the im- 
pudent conquerors of October, 1877. A little 
sooner, a little later, whether on Art. 7 of the 
Ferry bill or some other debate, this fresh at- 
tempt of the Moderates is sure to succeed. It 
will render a dissolution of the Chamber inevit- 
able, and it cannot be doubted that tne elections 
will return au ultra radicai intransigean ma- 
ority. The country will then have got to the 
end of its tether and will veer round. France 
will then spontaneously rid herself of the * 

ublic and freelv und peacefully re-establish the 

mpire, the only regime suitable to the social 
state our country. When the Republic is 
thus pa the way for my prompt and easy 
accession, | should be rash and biiod it I did 
aucht to hinder its course or impede its ac- 
uon. 

The Prince added be did not anticipate that 
Prussia would regard a Napoleonic restoration 
as a threat of war. The Imperial family had no 
revanche to take; the death of the Prince Im- 
perial had expiated the faults of 1870. France 
alone might be desirous to retrieve her disas- 
ters and reconquer her lost provinces. By se- 
curing tranquil and prosperous times to the 
country the Empire would affora time dur 
peace to prepare for war. But, better still, it 
would prepare a pacific revanche by gaining the 
confidence of the foreign Powers and securing 
their alliance,—that of England by a communi- 
ty of principles and commercial interests: that 
of Austria by a community of Catholic inter- 
ests; that of Russia by a community of polit- 
ical interests; that of Italy oy the famiiv ties 
which uaited him to her King; that of Germany 
by the necessity of putting an end to ruinous 
armaments. On being asked what he would do 
to prepare the country and his owa party for 
such a restoration, the Prince repiied by a se- 
vere criticism of the policy of Napoleon III., 
and comoaring it with what 
would be. He said: 

Instead of winning the support of the hieh- 
er classes by appealing to their confidence, Na- 
poleon III. eontroiled them by fear. Instead of 
securing the affection of the people by giving 
them substantial prosperity, he flattered their 
appetites aud lett a certain latitude to their pas- 
sions. Instead of uniting society, he promoted 
ite divisiops in order to strengthen his rule.
